During  the  letter  ua^t  of  October  39.?^»  the  next  norning 
following  the  oar.if’lrticr:  or  Hankow  to  the  Japanese  forces,  I, 
who  was  then  Ilaraee'  ci  the  w  -.er  lard  Vac  >ur  Ci?.  3o^par/  in 
Hankow  and  the  int.  i iot  of  Chin.,  along  tr.e  fanptae,  went  cn 
board  an  nr.erican  gunboat  which  vnj  or.ch  red  next  to  t  a  Custons 
Gangway  in  the  far?  ,zs  at  Hankow.  I  stood  cn  th*  bridge  of  this 
ship  with  tha  chip  s  of  ’ic^rs  and  watch*-;  the  Japanese  soldiers 
select  isolated  Chinese  prisoners  f ror;  those  nerded  together  in 
a  larce  group  of  several  h  *ndf«d  next  to  the  Cue  to*,  a  house.  The 
Japanese  would  apparently  casually  select  two  or  three  Chinese 
soldiers  at  a  tir  :  end  -ov  * 4  walk  these  Chinese  prisoners  down 
the  ganmUrk.  I7oor  arrive.',  pic  the  river,  which  was  a  good  75 
yards  fron  the  shore,  the  Jf.  anese  would  throw  op^n  the  coats 
of  the  soldiers  wanv  of  whoa  we-e  dressed  in  civilian  clothes, 
and  right  have  been  civilians,  in  order  to  detemine  whether 
or  not  the  Chinese  had  fired  a  gun,  a*  apparently  tne  shoulders 
would  show  sere  -ruiso.  Ti  er  the  Jar  rose  wor  ld  very  indifferently 
ard  with  ro  cien  of  apparent  interest,  kick  tne  Chinese  into  the 
river  and  shoot  ther  as  soon  as  their  heads  appeared  above 
water.  This  act’ on  was  carried  out  reoeaccdly  and  was  not 
stopped  until  the  Japanese  saw  us  watching  then. 

Thereafter  the  Japanese  would  likewise  select  Chinese  at 
rc^dor  fror  the  group  of  prisoners  held  by  the  Cus tors  building 
and  would  take  throe  or  four  at  a  tire  out  in  one  of  the  Jap¬ 
anese  launci  es.  The  launch  would  proceed  rid-strear  and  the 
Chinese  would  arain  be  t'  rov’n  overboard  and  shot.  This  was 
car^i^d  on  indefinitely,  but  when  the  Japanese  saw  that  we  were 
likewise  watching  th  se  incidents,  they  rede  a  very  obvious 
show  of  friendliness  by  handing  the  Chinese  cigarettes,  etc., 
and  attested  to  make  it  anp.  ;r  as  if  thav  were  rerely  taking 
the  Chinese,  es  friends,  for  a  launch  ride. 

I  was  Chairran  of  the  A.  ericr.n  Cherber  of  Correrce  in 
Hankow  at  the  tire  and  also  acted  on  various  corrittees  for 
relief,  policing,  etc.  It,  there  ore,  fell  in  line  of  r-y  duties 
to  travel  about  the  city  in  an  atter.pt  to  reintain  electric 
lif’ht  service,  water  service,  etc.  The  rorning  after  the  Jap¬ 
anese  arrival  oil  >st  m  ry  street  corner  in  the  forr.er  Hankow 
foreign  concessit  wa-  Hatred  with  Chinese  civilian  dead  who 
had  obviously  bo,n  su  e.-ily  shot  with  tnoir  bonds  wired  behind 
then.  I  did  not,  of  course,  witness  the  shooting,  but  sew  in- 
nvr.e Table  bodies  which  rerained  on  the  streets  for  several  days. 

The  incidents  which  I  have  outlined  above  ca.n  be  verified  by 
any  of  the  foreigners  who  were  in  Harrow  at  that  tine.
